Richard Ellis. Since that time, ORR has accepted one to 
four students each year from foreign countries while 
sending a similar amount abroad. In recent years Old 
Rochester has been accepting two exchange students per 
year while placing no limits on the number of ORR stu- 
dents that are allowed to pursue their studies overseas. In 
an average year two students from ORR take advantage 
of the program. The program is multifaceted in that there 
are many options for the student who wishes to partici- 
pate including summer programs, semester and half year 
programs as well as year long programs. 

Host families come in all sizes and shapes, rang- 
ing from single grandmothers to full nuclear families, and 
each must pass the scrutiny of AFS's screening process 
before they are approved to participate, assuring each stu- 
dent is placed in a healthy and safe environment. It is not 
necessary for the host family to have a student attending 
school in order for them to act as a host. AFS also pro- 
vides the student with a contact person who is available 
to help the student who may be experiencing language 
barriers or other issues that can evolve from the culture 
shock involved with being introduced to a foreign culture. 

Once the student is placed in a home, they are 
treated as one of the family. The students call their host 
parents mom and dad and are immersed in all manner of 
family activities. This often leads to a positive exchange 
of ideas, as is the case with one of this year's exchange 
students, Buket Akdeniz of Turkey. Buket, who is a Mus- 
lim, experienced her first Christmas and Thanksgiving 
celebrations this past year and has asked many questions 
with regard to American customs. This year's other ex- 
change student is Camilo Muijs from the Netherlands. 

Among the destinations for ORR students who 
have studied overseas, there have been many European 
coimtries, with Germany being a leading destination; Rus-

Funds Available 

Marion CPA Yields Funds, Seeks Applicants 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

As a result of the Town of Marion's adoption of 
the Community Preservation Act (CPA) at their May 2005 
Annual Town Meeting, the 2 percent real estate surcharge 
has amassed $198,900 which was combined with an equal 
2-percent state match for a total of $397,800 in available 
CPA funds for the town's first full fiscal year (FY 2007). 

Now the members of the Marion Community 
Preservation Committee (CPC) are seeking applications 
for projects which fall under the guidelines of the state 
CPA. 

The Community Preservation Act (CPA) is a re- 
cently-enacted Massachusetts Law that allows participat- 
ing cities and towns to adopt a real estate tax surcharge of 
up to 3 percent in order to fund four community preserva- 
tion purposes: open space, historic preservation, commu- 
nity housing and recreation. In addition to the community 
tax surcharge, the state also provides matching funds that 
are not less than 5 percent or not more than 100 percent of 
the funds raised by the community. Since CPA's enact- 
ment in 2000, the state has matched the city/ town sur- 
charge 100 percent every year, but in the future it could be 
less. 

The CPA requires that the key purposes of open 
space, historic preservation and community housing 
receive not less than 10 percent each of the CPA funds

available in each fiscal year, or 30 percent in all. The re- 
maining 70 percent of the funds may also be allocated to 
any one or a combination of the first three key purposes, 
or to public recreation purposes as well. CPA funds can 
also remain uncommitted pending a future decision of the 
community. Subject to certain restrictions, up to 5 percent 
of the CPA funds raised annually may be allocated for 
administrative expenses. 

In 2004, Marion formed a Community Preserva- 
tion Act Organizing Committee to review the CPA re- 
quirements and make recommendations with respect to 
the town's participation. The committee recommended 
adoption of the CPA at the 2 percent tax surcharge level. 
The 2 percent level was chosen because Marion had an 
existing 2 percent surcharge for the previous Land Bank 
Fund and was comfortable with that level. Upon adopt- 
ing the CPA in 2005, the existing 2 percent surcharge was 
redirected into the CPA fund instead of the Land Bank, 
making these funds eligible for state matching contribu- 
tions, thus increasing overall funding to Marion. 

As required by the CPA, the Marion Community 
Preservation Committee (CPC) was created in January 
2006 to oversee the CPA effort in Marion. The Marion CPC 
consists of seven members appointed by and from the 
Conservation Committee, Historical Commission, Hous- 
ing Trust, Planning Board, Parks Commission, and Open 
Space Commission (two members). Under the CPA, the 
Marion CPC is charged recommending how to allocate 
and appropriate CPA funds to Town Meeting. 

At a public hearing on January 9, the CPC made 
application forms available for those seeking CPA funds. 
The deadline for submitting applications is February 
12, 2007 and another public hearing has been slated for 
March 6, 2007 to review and discuss the CPC's recommen- 
dations in order to meet the March 16 deadline for placing

(Ms. Enroth-Whitlock) for all she's done," Chairman 
Jeffrey said. "She really came in and helped us when we 
needed it ... (and) we thank you very much." 

"It's been a pleasure," Ms. Enroth-Whitlock said. 

At 7:02 pm the board met with the town engi- 
neers. Town Counsel Jon Witten, and Department of Pub- 
lic Works (DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora for an update 
on the town's sewer capacity. 

"Just to set the tone for where we are, there are 
two items which get into the sewer system: infiltraton and 
inflow (I&I)," explained engineer Bill McConnell. "Marion 
has a high amount of infiltration and inflow going into the 
sewer system and, quite frankly, you're out of compliance 
with your wastewater treatment permit. The capacity of 
the wastewater treatment plant could be limited by the 
amount of flow or the amount of pollutants going into the 
plant. But removing the I&I, which reduces the flow, does 
not provide you with additional capacity. You still have 
the same amount of pollutants going into the system. 
However, the removal of the I&I is still required ... by the 
state." 

Mr. McConnell said based on the number of users 
currently hooked into the town's sewer system and the 
daily capacity at the plant, they have approximately 50

unused connections available at this time. 

But a with a pending injunction recently filed by a 
developer, those 50 connections might be in jeopardy. 

"A few weeks ago Baywatch Realty Trust filed 
a preliminary injunction seeking a reservation of sewer 
capacity within the town's wastewater treatment facil- 
ity," said Town Counsel Jon Witten. "They're asking the 
town to reserve over 20,000 gallons a day of wastewater 
capacity. Because the motion is pending, I can't predict the 
outcome. I'm confident the town should be successful ... 
but right now the 50 connections we have available are in 
jeopardy." 

Mr. McConnell noted the 20,000 gallons per day 
translates roughly into 100 additional sewer connections 



— which already exceeds the town's current capacity. 

Mr. Witten said he expects to receive a final deci- 
sion in the case by the beginning of March at the latest. 

As for the amount of pollutants going into the 
sewer system, Mr. McConnell said that's just a byproduct 
of the number of sewer users now online. 

"The plant has only been online for a little over 
one year," he said. "The way to deal with the pollutant 
loadings is to maximize the potential of the (treatment 
facility). You can reduce the amount of flow going into the 
plant, but you'll still have the same level of pollutants." 

At 7:20 pm the board met with Acting Police

Department back into service after the Fire Department 
determined it would be too costly to refit for their pur- 
poses. 

"It's going to be an unmarked cruiser ... we're just 
going to have a couple of alternating lights," Lieutenant 
Garcia said. "It's going to be used as a secondary vehicle 
... and for some administrative use." 

At a modest cost of $300 to put the vehicle back 
into service, the board said they had no objections to 
returning it to the Police Department as requested. 

Chairman Jeffrey next noted the Marion Music 
Hall's boiler unit is in dire need of repair and the Music 
Hall Committee recommended using money from the 
Music Hall Endowment Fund to make the necessary 
repair at an estimated cost of $15,000. With that, the board 
unanimously voted to allow the expenditure as requested, 
with Selectman Henry stressing that the committee get at 
least three competing quotes for the repairs. 

The board next received a recommendation from 
the Marion Affordable Housing Trust to accept a proposal 
from Brown, Lindquist, Fenuccio and Raber Architects, 
Inc. to provide architectural designs for a planned expan- 
sion of the town's senior housing complex, Littleneck Vil- 
lage. A grant in the amount of $41,500 has previously been 
awarded to the town to cover this expense. 

Although Selectman Henry said he'd rather see 
the bid awarded to Steven Kelleher, a local architect, both 
Selectman Blanchette and Chairman Jeffrey voted to go

My cat cries for food and then when I open a new can, she 
sniffs it and walks away. She drives me crazy. What can I 
do? 

Cats that eat canned food develop finicky eating habits 
and produce much more tartar on their back teeth 
than cats that eat dry food alone. Make the dry food 
available and try phasing out the canned food over a 
few weeks. 

I'm afraid that my male cat will develop a urinary 
obstruction if I feed him dry food. Are there any dry foods 
that are safe for male cats? 

Generally speaking premium cat foods such as lams 
and Science Diet are excellent dry cat foods that 
are readily devoured by most cats. There are also 
a number of urinary formula cat food that are sold 
in grocery stores that may help prevent urinary 
obstructions.

By 
using eBill taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts or can make pay- 
ments using MasterCard, American Express and Discover 
credit cards. Payments can be made using eBill until 11:59 
pm on the due date of February 1. 

To avoid long lines at the Tax Collector's Office, 
taxpayers may mail their payments to P.O. Box 1596 or 
use the drop-off box (located in the wall to the left of the 
front door of Town Hall). The receipt portion and third 
quarter coupon may be brought to the office with pay- 
ment during normal work hours. 

According to State statute failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment 
is late. If payment is not received in the Collector's Office 
by the due date, interest shall accrue daily at a rate of 14 
percent per state law. Past due amounts and accrued inter- 
est appear on the third quarter coupon.

Although best known as a sometimes controversial 
feature film director and the auteur behind such fascinating 
and galvanizing works as Do The Right Thing, Malcolm 
X, Jungle Fever and Summer of Sam, Spike Lee has also 
blossomed into a talented and important documentarian. He 
first ventured into this territory back in 1997 with 4 Little 
Girls, a moving and deeply sad documentary focusing on 
the bombing of a church in Birmingham in 1963 which re- 
sulted in the death of four African- American children. Over 
the years, he's dabbled in various other short documentary 
works and segments for television including The Concert 
for New York City and The Original Kings of Comedy. 

Now he's turned his unique perspective and attention to 
the tragic events in and around New Orleans in the wake of 
Hurricane Katrina in When the Levees Broke: A Requiem 
in Four Acts, an epic documentary which originally aired on 
HBO last year and now comes to DVD boasting even more 
updated information and material. To call this four-hour-plus 
work the filmmaker's "masterpiece" is certainly saying a 
lot, but I can't recall being as riveted and enthralled with a 
documentary of this length and breadth in some time. 

The original broadcast is broken up into four one-hour 
segments (or "Acts") that gradually reveal how what first 
began as the story of a devastating hurricane eventually 
devolves into a cautionary tale about failed workmanship in 
the levees holding back the waters surrounding the city; the 
well-publicized lack of timely support from local, state and 
federal officials; and the lesser-known struggle for survival 
of those who lost everything in the deluge. 

Like all good documentaries. When the Levees Broke 
leaves the storytelling to those who lived it firsthand, and 
Spike Lee's voice is only heard sparingly throughout (one of 
his best inquiries is aimed at an obviously prosperous New 
Orleans resident who claims he returned to the city only after 
he made sure he had loaded guns with him). It also manages 
to answer many of those lingering and burning questions 
that took a decided backseat to all the media brouhaha over 
"refugees vs. evacuees" and what crimes were or weren't 
being perpretrated within the stifling confines of the leaking 
Louisiana Superdome.

ricane Katrina and had 
to wonder why it took 
so long for help to ar- 
rive. But also like most 
people, that interest 
soon waned as the me- 
dia decided to move on 
to other more pressing 
and apparently more 
"important" news sto- 
ries. But When the Levees Broke manages to effectively fill 
in many gaps of missing information ... and even dispels 
some of the more rampant rumors fueled by frustrated local 
officials who simply wanted to be heard. 

The documentary also serves to put a battered, broken 
and bewildered human face — or in this case, faces — on the 
intangible and inexplicable events which destroyed countless 
homes and took innumerable lives. Using a combination 
of local news and amateur video and new footage he shot 
specifically for the documentary, Lee weaves a stunning 
pastiche of human lives which were all forever changed in 
August 2005. And while it does answer many questions, it 
also leaves some things open for interpretation. 

Indeed, the suggestion that race played a role in delaying 
the federal government's response to those in need is more 
than hinted at throughout, but the director who personally 
incited a race riot by throwing a trash can through a pizza 
shop window in his most famous feature film resists the 
temptation to hammer that notion home here. Instead, he 
points up the more credible theory that it was probably a 
matter of economics — saving the prosperous and business- 
rich French Quarter of New Orleans at the expense of the 
outlying poor residential neighborhoods. 

The three-disc DVD incarnation of When the Levees 
Broke contains the four-part documentary as it originally 
aired on HBO across two discs with a third "bonus disc" of 
updates on what's been done — or still not done — since. 

Hopefully Lee won't have to keep revising this already 
sad and shameful American tragedy until it's resolved.

Curse of the Golden Flower. Starring Chow Yun-Fat and Gong 
Li. Directed by Zhang Yimou. Running time: 114 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

After Hero and House of Flying Daggers, Zhang Yimou's blend 
of pomp and pulp is coming dangerously close to self-parody. Curse 
of the Golden Flower is, as usual, ravishing to look at, but it seems 
to be put together solely so that Zhang can assemble hundreds of 
people in stately rows, all scurrying in unison to serve their Emperor 
and Empress. Scores of servants line up for no more exciting reason 
than to deliver herbal remedies to the anemic Empress (Gong Li), 
and her ritualistic regimen verges on comical: She swigs one potion, 
places the cup daintily on a platter, swigs another potion, does the 
same with that cup, then sips some mouthwash and swishes that 
around before spitting it into a bowl behind one upraised, gold- 
embroidered sleeve. 

I almost wanted a whole movie made up entirely of such 
mundane yet solemnly inflated procedures — how many men does 
it take to attend to the toilet ablutions of the Emperor (Chow Yun- 
Fat)? And probably Zhang would be only too happy to make such 
a film; it would be screamingly ceremonial, like a cross between 
late-period Kurosawa and late-period Kubrick. There is a story here, 
though, and sadly it neither equals the visuals nor emerges from 
them organically. Zhang has marshalled heavy troops to tell a very 
soap-opera tale. 

The Emperor is slipping black fungus into the Empress ' remedies 
to poison her mind. She, in turn, is smitten with her own stepson, 
the Crown Prince Wan (Liu Ye), and has apparently seduced him 
into bed a time or two. The other two princes — the ambitious 
and ignored young Cheng (Qin Junjie) and the warrior Jie (Jay 
Chou) — are barely sketched in. Wan has eyes for the daughter of 





the Imperial Physician. The Empress finds out about the poisoned 
remedies and launches a counterplan. There are very many other 
revelations straight out of daytime drama. At one point, one of the 
princes whines "I hate my brother! I hate you all!" like some emo 
kid about to stomp off to his room and vent about his totally unfair 
dad in a MySpace post. 

Chow Yun-Fat doesn't ring any bells as an arrogant, duplici- 
tous monarch — he looks stifled by his beard and robes. So, too, 
does poor Gong Li, condemned by the plot to sit around crochet- 
ing chrysanthemums and trembling. Only Jin Chen, as a shadowy 
branded woman who brings the Empress the unhappy news about her 
remedies, is allowed a compelling presence. Everyone else recedes 
into the design. And a fantastic design it is, yet even the colors don't 
pop as much as you'd like — they're muted, presumably because 
this is a more "serious" film. 

Curse of the Golden Flower has a pictorial elegance, but that's 
all it has. The imperial beauty is hollow, concealing incest and mur- 
der, and perhaps that was Zhang's subversive aim. But it doesn't 
do much for us. If Zhang Yimou wants to preside over gorgeous 
pageants surrounding beautiful people we don't care much about, 
maybe he should direct the next Academy Awards show.
